Péars Without Cores. 
Writors ‘often express surprise that 
there should be an orange without seeds, 
but this experience is met.with in almost 
all kinds uf fruits. ‘There. is. an apple 
enlled Mennechor's Nocore, so named ex- 
pressly from the total absenco ‘of seeds. 
An illustration of this is in the Rutter’ 
pear; it isoxtromoely<rare that seed: is 
found in it, although they are ocension- 
ally there. ‘Tho comimon currant, Zante 
enrrant of the stores, is simply a grape 
‘which doesnot. preduce seeds. - “A singu- 
lar fonture about these varicties is, that 
they scem to increase in productivencss 
by reason of this want of perfeetion, in 
the seed. The Rutter pear is especially 
a_great. bearer; there scems_alt 
many pears: as leaves on n the tree, 
fortunately, if allowed all to camote per: 
fection, the fruit.is of inforior quality, 
but when properly thinned out the flavor 
is delicious.—{Mechan’s, Monthly. ‘
